The foregoing amendment and ihe remarks which foUow are responsive to the final office 
action dated August 30, 2005. 

ye ^ections Up Jer 35 U.S.C. 8112 

By the foregoing amendment, applicant has amended claims 49 and 73 to eliminate use of the 
woixi "disposable" andtocon»ctotha:typogRphical problems. All rejections und^ 35U.S.C.§112 
aie believed to have been overcome by these amendments. No new matter has been added. 

Obvionspess Tvoe Pouble Patenting Rejection 

Claims 49-61 , 63, 65-70 and 72 wrae rejected nnder the doctrine of obviousness type double 
patenting. Enclosed herewith is a teminal disclaimer obviating this double patenting rejection. Itis 
noted that the Office Action stated no otiher grounds for rejection of dependent claims 60 and 61 . 
Thus, the filing of ttie terminal disclaimer has placed the subject matter of dependent claims 60 and 
61 in condition for allowance. 

Rejections TTnder 35 U.S.C 8102 and S103 

Claims 49-59 and 62-78 were ako rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102 and/or §103. Inviewofihe 
allowability of dependent claims 60 and 61, independent device claim 49 hasbeen amended to recite 
the limitations (i.e., automatic sensor d^loyment q»paratus) of dependent claims 60 and 61, in 
Madcush format Accordingly, claims 60 and 61 have been cancelled. Also, claims 53 and 55 have 
been cancelled and claim 54 has be«i amended to comport witii the changes in independoit daim 
49. 

Independent method claim 73 has also been amended to state that the device provided and 
used in that mediod includes at least one of die automatic sensor deployment apparatus recited in 
allowable claims 60 and 61. This is believed to have also rendered mediod claims 73-78 
distinguishable over the prior ait. 
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Condnsion 



The foregoing amendment raises no new issues and does not require any further searching. 
Furthermore, this amendment decreases the number of claims pending in the appUcation. 
Accordingly, entry of this amendment on an after final basis is believed to be in order and is 
respectfiilly requested. 

All remaining claims 49-52, 54, 56-59 and 62-78 are believed to be in condition for 
allowance. Issuance of aNoticc of Allowance prior to the six monfli response deadline of February 
2S. 2006 is earnestly solicited.
